In  the  stack  area  there  are 
well  over  500  paperback  books 
ranging  from  classical  Moliere 
to  existential  Satre.  One  can 
find  in  the  periodicals  section 
Realites  and  the  Paris  Match, 
magazines  presenting  the 
French  views  on  world  news 
and  literary  and  artistic  achi- 
evements. The  reference  area 
contains  beautifully  illustrated 
books  on  geography,  history, 
and  art,  and  in  addition  to  the 
regular  French-English  dicti- 
onaries, there  are  books  of 
proverbs,  rhymes,  and  etymo- 
logy. Le  Dictionnaire  des  Dif- 
ficultes  de  la  Langue  Francaise 
is  also  available  to  those  who 
have  minor  problems  in 
French. 

According  to  Mr.  Pierre 
Pinet,  chairman  of  the  Langu- 
age department,  students  in 
the  A.B.  or  French  minor 
program  will  find  that  these 
materials  may  be  useful  sup- 
plements to  other  areas  of 
study,  such  as  history  or  Eng- 
lish. Acquiring  a  second  de- 
gree is  essential  for  better 
teaching  appointments,  and  the 
experience  obtained  by  con- 
tinued use  of  a  foreign 
language  will  facilitate  the 
appication  of  basic  courses 
studied  on  the  undergraduate 
level.

Blood  Needed 

Fitchburg's  blood  banks  are 
in  the  red.  In  an  effort  to  re- 
plenish their  supply,  the  Red 
Cross  chapter  in  Fitehburg  has 
set  a  goal  to  get  as  much  blood 
as  possible.  Two-hundred 
pints  per  day  is  the  normal 
quota  for  a  bloodmobile.  How- 
ever, the  crisis  is  acute,  and 
no  minimum  has  been  estab- 
lished. 

You  can  assist  in  this  cause 
by  coming  to  the  State  Armory 
at  Fitehburg  on  February  20 
and  21  between  11  a,  m.  and 
4:45  p.  m.  Anyone  in  good 
health  over  110  pounds,  and 
between  the  ages  of  18  through 
59  can  give  blood.  At  the  time 
of  each  donation,  written  par- 
ental consent  for  those"  18 
through  20  is  required  EX- 
CEPT for  those  who  are  in  the 
Armed  Forces  or  married. 
After  your  first  donation  you 
will  receive  a  card  showing- 
blood  type,  and  you  may  give 
blood  every  8  weeks  and  up  to 
5  times  within  a  12-month  per- 
iod. For  donor  and  recipient 
protection,  each  donor  is  asked 
about  his  medical  history,  such 
as  past  illnesses.  Vital  signs 
(blood  pressure  temperature, 
respiration)  are  taken  by  reg- 
istered nurses  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  physician,  who  is  in 
constant    attendance. 

Individual  donors  may  se- 
cure blood  for  themselves  and 
members  of  their  immediate 
families  any  time  within  one 
year  from  date  of  donatio;-,  by 
calling  their  local  Red  Cross 
Chapter.  Groups  organized  to 
recruit  donors  front  their  own 
membership  regularly  and  ad- 
equately may  secure  blood  for 
themselves  and  their  immed- 
iate family  members  by  calling 
their    group    Blood    Chairman.

On  Wednesday,  January  31, 
1968,  the  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege Library  adopted  a  dras- 
tic change  in  its  method  of  op- 
eration. The  library  stacks 
which  had  been  open  to  the 
student  body  were  closed  and 
a  system  of  call  slips  initiated. 
This  change  in  policy  was 
adopted  with  great  reluctance 
by  the  library  staff.  It  is  our 
belief  that  we  exist  to  provide 
a  necessary  service  to  the  col- 
lege, not  to  place  obstacles  in 
the  student's  path  to  academic 
achievement.  However,  the 
quality  of  this  service  is  di- 
rectly related  to  the  availabil- 
ity of  library  materal  for  use 
by  the  students  and  faculty  of 
the  institution  served  by  the 
library.  When  it  became  evi- 
dent that  the  rate  of  book  loss 
was  assuming  some  alarming 
proportions,  the  decision  was 
made  to  close  the  stacks.  It 
Was  a  decision  based  upon  our 
responsibility  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  college  library  as 
quickly  and.  effectively  as  pos- 
sible. Recognizing  that  it 
would  mean  an  inconvenience 
for  both  the  staff  and  the  stu- 
dents, we  could  think  of  no 
workable  alternative  that 
would  enable  us  to  provide 
the  best  possible  library  in  the 
shortest  possible  time.

cies. This  would  be  to  have  no 
insurance  policy  at  all.  How- 
ever, he  pointed  out  that  this 
would  require  a  written  state- 
ment from  every  student  par- 
ticipating in  sports  which 
absolve  the  Council  from  all 
blame  in  case  of  injury.  There 
was  a  brief  discussion  on  pos- 
sible courses  of  action,  which 
resulted  in  a  motion  by  Tom 
Christensen  that  a  committee 
be  set  up  to  investigate  pres- 
ent and  possible  future  insur- 
ance plans.  The  motion  also 
provided  that  we  accept  our 
present  coverage  as  the  max- 
imum. The  motion  was  passed. 

A  motion  by  Joan  Ianitelli 
that  the  library  set  up  some  fa- 
cility where  students  may 
smoke' was  then  brought  up.  At 
the  request  of  Paul  Celuzza, 
she  withdrew  the  motion.  Paul 
then  made  a  motion  to  have  the 
S.GA.  Library  Committee 
meet  and  suggest  library  im- 
provements. This  was  passed. 
In  answer  to  Leon  Kuraso- 
wicz's  suggestion  that  the  com- 
mittee propose  a  remedy "  icr 
the  large  number  of  books 
stolen,  Tom  Christensen  stat- 
ed that  the  Executive  Board 
was  at  the  present  time  meet- 
ing with  the  library  staff  con- 
cerning the  matter. 

The  last  order  of  business 
was  a  motion  by  Leon  Kura- 
sowicz  that  the  Council  allow 
the  KV  to  go  before  the  Fin- 
ancial Committee  to  request 
$1500.

Permission  to  go  be- 
fore the  Financial  Committee 
was   granted. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned 
until  6:30  p.  m.  on  Monday, 
February  5.
